How Orthodox Southern Baptists Have Sinned. 

Among Southern Baptists there are a num- 
ber of leaders, who, we suppose, still believe 
the Bible and many of the precious truths 
taught therein. But they have yoked up with 
unbelievers and modernists and are losing their 
testimony. Dr. George W. Truett is now the 
President of the Baptist World Alliance. In 
Toronto, Canada, in July 1928 he presided 
over the English speaking section and intro- 


duced Dean Shailor Matthews of the Univer- 


sity of Chicago, one of the outstanding mod- 
ernists of America. He commended that in- 
fidel to Baptist people! He also introduced 
other modernists, and had fellowship with 
them. In 1921, I believe, Dr. Truett had this 
same infidel University of Chicago Professor 
to preach in his pulpit at the First Baptist 
Church in Dallas. Dr. Truett yoked up with 
unbelievers. Incidentally, Dr. L. R. Sear- 
borough of Ft. Worth was on the program 
committee that put Dean Shailor Matthews 
on the program with other modernists at the 


Baptist World Alliance in Toronto. Baptist 
leaders have sought to have “‘fellowship,”’ 
“agreement,” ‘‘concord,’” and ‘‘part’’ with un- 


believers and in so doing they have sinned 
against God. 
Open Rebuke For Sin Is Necessary 

In Galatians 2:11-14 Paul tells us how he 
found even the Apostle Peter dissembling, and 
that he “walked not uprightly according to the 
truth of the gospel,”’ Paul withstood him to 
the face because he was to be blamed.’’ Paul 
says, “I said unto Peter before them all, If 
thou, being a Jew, livest after the manner of 
Gentiles, and not as do the Jews, why com- 
pellest thou the Gentiles to live as do the 
Jews?”’ 

Peter was right about it. There is only 
one course for Christians and that is to ear- 
nestly contend for the faith and have no 
fellowship with the evil things that -surround 
us. 

Jehoshaphat the good king of Judah 
pleased. God in many ways but he sinned in 
having fellowship with the wicked king of 
Israel, the Northern kingdom. In II Chron- 
icles 19:2 we find the words of God’s dis- 
pleasure carried to him by a faithful prophet 
Jehu: 

“And Jehu the son of Hanani the seer 
went out to meet him, and said to king 
Johsehaphat, Shuldst thou help the un- 
godly, and love them that hate the Lord? 
therefore is wrath upon thee from before 
the Lord.”’ 

Should Christians help the ungodly? Should 
we who are bought with the precious blood 
of Christ love them that hate the Lord? Sur:3- 
ly that matter ought not to be hard for us 
to decide. James 4:4 gives us plain words 
about compromising Christians who yoke up 
with unbelievers. Hear what God’s Word says. 

Ye adulterers and adulteresses, know ye 

not that the friendship of the world is 

enmity with God? whosoever therefore 

will be a friend of the world is the enemy 

of God,” | 
Those who are married to this wicked world 
are spiritual adulterers. Even the friendship 
of this world is the enmity of God. To be 
a friend of this world is to be the enemy of 
God! 

IV 
Conclusion, 

As a closing thought let me sasiien you 
that the Lord Jesus Christ, our gréat High 
Priest is praised by Holy writ as one “who is 
holy, harmless, undefiled, SEPARATE FROM 
SINNERS” (Heb. 7: 26). Jesus is fitted to 
be a High ‘Priest because He is separate from 
sinners. This world was no friend to the 
! why should it be a friend 
to me? Jesus said, “If the world hate you, 
ye know that it hated me before it - hated 
you.” (John 15:18). Surely the servant is 
no better than his master nor the disciple than 
his Lord. Why should I seek the friendship 
and keep fellowship with a wicked .world, that 
crucified the Lord Jesus Christ? Why should 
I be yoked with men whd hate Him today and 
wil] not take Him into their hearts?. Whether 


it be in business or society or lodge or church 


or anywhere else, the man whois the enemy 


of Christ would be my enemy if I were enough 


does not teach her children the Bible, 


like Jesus. “‘. . all that will live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution” (II Timothy 
3:12). No wonder the Bible says, ‘‘Woe unto 


you, when all men shall speak well of you!’’ 

(Luke 6:26). No wonder we are commanded to 

rejoice and be exceedingly glad when men re 

vile us and hate us for Jegus’ sake! 

I May Witness To Sinners But Not Be Yoked 
With Them. 


Jesus died to save sinners and yet the 
scripture says that He was “Separate from 
sinners.’’ Jesus was called ‘the friend of 


publicans and sinners’ and yet his denuncia- 
tion of their sin was so great that the jeering 
crowd mocked Him while He died on the 
cross. 

I may preach--to sinners as Peter did at 
Pentecost, boldly denounce their sin, but if 
I would please God and keep my testimony, 
I must not sit down as he did with the soldiers 
who would crucify Jesus' - 

I may oppose the Philistines as Samson 
did but I must not lay as he did with my 
head in the lap of Delilah if I would retain 
my God-given strength! 

I may go like the -man of God out of Judah 
unto Jeroboam with his false altar at Bethel 
and then cry against the idolatry of 
that idolatrous king and that uncon- 
secrated place. If I am true to the word 
of God then God will protect me from the 
wrath of Jeroboam and make my prophesy 
come true. But I dare not stop to eat or 
drink in that place, lest I should meet a lion 
in the road to destroy me, as did that man 
of God in I Kings chapter 13. 

Our whole nation is under a cures! The 
land mourns because of sin! 17,000.000 people 
in America are not permanently employed, 
have only occasional odd jobs, last week’s gov- 
ernment report stated! Terrific drouth has 
stalked through the land. Our earth has been 
iron and our heavens have been brass and the 
rain of our land has been powder and dust 
according to the warning of God to his na- 
tion Israel (Deut. 28:23,24). The gaunt spec- 
tor of famine is not far behind! 

Strikes have torn our land. Communism 
grows apace. The Morro Castle steamship 
burned at sea and 170 souls went from that 
drunken party of wine and dancing into the 
jaws of death by fire and water. Our govern- 
mental budget is not balanced, not by many 
millions. Our “national debt has increased 
more than $13,000,000,000 in a year and a 
half. Taxes increase, the depression  con- 
tinues. A dictatorial government sets prices, 
determines wages, plows up cotton, kills cattle. 
There is no end in sight. What will our reap- 
ing be? The world’s sky is overcast with the 
clouds of threatened war. Two or three days 
ago the king of Yugo-Slavia was shot down 
in Marseilles, France. The nations tremble 
and yet the hearts of all the people have not 
turned toward God. God in Heaven, how 
long! How long! How long! 

No Distinction Between Saint And Sinner, 

Between Saved And Lost. 

Surely the reason for our troubles is this, 
that Christians’ have sold out to the world, 
have compromised with sin, have yoked up 
with unbelievers, ‘till God cannot bless us 
and sinners will not hear us. I find the 
average church member lives the same kind 
of life as a self-confessed, Hell-bound sinner. 
The deacon and the bootlegger often have 
much in common. The one is as mad for 
money as the other. They lie, they _ steal, 
they work on Sunday, they sell beer, they 
rent their property for immoral purposes, 
very much alike. Money is the God of both. 
What is the difference? 

The church member and the worldling go 
to the samae rotten picture show, see the same 
scenes of lust and gangland and murder. What 
is the difference? 

Both saint and sinner tell the same dirty 
yarns. Both smoke the same brand of cigar- 
ettes, both smell just the same. The Christian 
is yoking up with the world. ~~ 

The bootlegger does not have _ family 
prayer, but neither does the average Christian! 
What is-the difference? The harlot woman 
but 
neither does the woman church member. The 
unsaved woman bobs her hair in defiance of 
the plain command of I Corinthians chapter
